HEREAS it having been represented 
to Government that complaints afd 
frequently preferred to the Magistrates at 
Batavia, in consequence:-of freê Servants in 


fhe domestic employ of Individuals, ‘impro 


perly quitting their place of service.without 
notice to or cotisent of. their masters, and;the 
Honorabie the Lieutenant Governor ia 
Couacil, adrerting .to the: ingètveniences 
which arise to the ‘community from such an 
irregular practice as well as from a number 
ef this description. of persons beigg often 
found wandering about ia au idle and disor. 
derly manper uarcstgained, in the Town, of 
Batavia vand its environs; and cônsidering 
the expedicncy òf making provision för thé 
Prevention of such irrogularities in future, 
which is rendered the more neccssary from 
the increase of British Inhebitants on this 
Island; is pleased to make and publish the 
following Regulatiofrs; which are to be in 
Éuture strictiy-observed and enforced, _ = 
1e—All free persons in,the menial or do. 
mestic service of inditiduals in the Town of 
Batavia and it's environs, shall be placed 
uhder the immediate coguizagce and subject 
to the general regulation and superinten. 
dance of the Bench of Magistratcs at Ba. 
tavia aforesaid, who are empowered to re. 
tcive, hear amd determine all complaints 
between masters and servants. 


2.All free servants now residing in the . 


Town of Batavia and its environs, whether 
employed or not, shall zttend at the public 
office of the „Mâgistrates, ‘previous to the 
15th of November proximo, for the purpose 
of being enrolled, and having their names, 
capacities and places of abode registered; 
and as to sych; whose personal appearance, 
from distance of: situation sor other causes, 
may be attended with inconvenience, a list of 
their námes containing the above particulars, 
shall be transmitted to the magistrates, by the 
persons in whose service they may be,in 
order that thesame may be in like manner 
pégistered, for Éké authenticity of which they 
shall be answerable, 
. 8.—For the performance of this duty, mo 
fees shail be payable or received in the office 
ef- the magistrates. Ne 8 
4.—AÏl persons in future arriving at Ba- 
tavia, with free sétvants, shalt procure their 
registry intike' manner, in the office of the 
magistrates, within. one month from the date 
of their arrival. : 5 
7 vie KF he: magistrates: shall farnish. to each 
free servant so registered, a certificate thereof 
in proof of his having duly conformed to this 
Regulation. 
6.—Any free person 


N 


hiring himself out as 
a servant without such a certificate, will not 
be entitled to recaver any wages for his 
services, upon comp'aint, asin other cases; 
and it is strongly recommended to persons 
not to hire servants who have not regular 
Certificates, it being enly under thís document 
that they will be acknowledged as such, or 
that their good conduct will be ensured by 
proper coercion and vigilance. : 
7.— Upon the discharge of free servants, 
Certificates of such discharge (to be granted 
by their masters,) shalt be immediately or as 
soon after as may be practicable, exhibited 
at the Public office of the Magistrates, for 
thaïr information, in order that their places 
of abode may be known. And in like man- 
ner such servants shall be required to give 
notice at the said ofhce, on their again enter. 
ing into service, which circumstances shall 
be duly noticed in the Register Book of the 
Magistrates, for occasional reference when 
necessary. Ne 
8— Free servants may be hired by indi. 
viduals upon contract for such a specified or 
limited time, as may be agreed upon between 
the parties. ee 
9,— Upon the discharge of a servant thus 
hired, the master shall be held to pay any 
arrcars of wages which may be due to him; 
or if disputed, the same shall on complaint be 
cognizable by the magistrates in a summary 
‘way. 
10.-Servants deserting or quitting their 
masters during the term of their contracts, 
shall be liable to forfeit any wages which may 
be due to them, and shall moreover, upon 
Complaint and conviction before the Magis.

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trates, be punished aceording to the circumstan. 
ces of the case, hy a reasonable fine, not ex. 
ceeding' 50 Spanish Dollars, or in default there. 
of by imprisonment not exceeding 30. days, 
unless they can provea sufficient canse for 
such departure. « And whenever. such servants. 
have grounds of complaint against their mas. 
ters, they shall apply themselves ia the Árst in. 
stance fo the Magistrates, fór redress,. previous 
to théir quitting their masters. Ĳ 
‘Ft. =After té Ist December next, any Free 
person entering into the menial service of in. 
dividuals, conträry to these regulations, with. 
out having been previously ‘enro!led and regis. 
tered if the maäntret 'above-mentioned; and 
also any per&on or' persons who may be 
guilty of. altefing of forging such certifi. 
cates, or falselg” persouating ‘the real per. 
sons mentioned . therein, for purposes of 
deception, shall, wpon complaint. and, due 
conviction before the Magistrates, be treat 
ed as vagrants and vagabonds; and shalt 
be liable to be punished as such, by fne, 
not exceeding 100 Spanish Dollars, or by 
iprisonment and hard labor on the pub. 
lie werks for any period not exceeding 
three months, according to the nature and 
circumstances of the case, 

And that no person may plvad igno- 
rance hereof, these regulations are ordered 
to be printed and published in the Eng. 
lish, Dutch, Malay, Javanese, and Chinese 
Languages, proclaimed by beat of Gong in 

atavia, and affixed fer public informatiou 
ih’ the usual places.

Batavian Regency, in Crawang, and in the 


Eavirons of Samarang and Sourabaya ta indie

1.—T'he sale of these Lands will take place 
by Public Auction unless they are previously 
disposed of by Private Contract, on the 1st 
January 1818, at Batavia, Samarang and Sou- 
rabaya, in lots which will be published some. 
time previously to the day of sale, and pointed 
out by the Committees. hereafter mentioned, 
whose duty it will beto place each person ia 
pessession of the Ground purchased. es: 


2.—The conditions on which these Lands 
will be sold are as follows -— : 


1.—The payment to be made in silver or in 
Batavia credit paper, at the option of the pur. 
chaser==the Credit Paper being calculated at 
6; Ríx Dollars Paper for one Spanish Dollar 
Silver ; and this payment may be made by the 
purchaser either at Batavia, or on the spot, at 
his convenience. 5 


_2— The purchase money is to be paid as

One half on the transfer of the Land. 
One half on the 1st March 1818. 


S—All feudal services to the Government 
and all forced deliveries at inadequate rates 
are abolished on the lands now sold, and in 
lieu thereof an annual quit rent of one half’ 
per cent ie to be paid to Government on the 
amount of the original purchase. The Pro. 
prietors will however be bound to keep in 
good repair the Public Roads and Bridges 
passing through thelands, and to furnish such 
assistánte, at equitable rates, as may bc re. 
guired for Pablic Transport, &c. 


4—=No feudal services are to be exacted on 
these lands from the persons residing thereon, 
nor are any payments or reveirues to be raïsed 
from the people except such as are derived 
from the produce and culture of the soil, or 
from the rent of Houses and Buildings.

5— The Bazars, Toll.Gates, and Capitation 
or other Taxes now existing on these lands 
are to remain exclusively in the hands of 
Government—aud the lands. new sold, as well 
as all others which have already been sold, 
are to be held subject to-the general laws and 
Colonial Regulatioas of Government.

The Defaulters were called over, and those 
Members who did not appear were ordered to 
attend on Monday next, excepting such as 
were excused from ill health. 

Mr. Bankes brought up the Third Report 
of the Finance Committee, which was ordered 
to be printed. 

Lord G. L. Gower presented a Petition 
from the Inhabitants of the Town of Wakefield, 
complaining of the distressed state of the 
Manufactures, and praying that the Charter 
of the East India Company may not be 
renewed.— lt was laid upon the table, 

CATHOLIC CLAIMS. 

Mr. Grattan begun by observing, that in 
consequence of what fell from some Gentlemen 
in the former debates, respecting the main 
principle of this question, he had been induced 
to change th&form of the motion ; the present 
motion would not be of a natare to pledge 
those who were friends to the principle of it, 
to the support of any doctrine in detail. It 
was not a motion to insnare, but to invite 
discussion. It would be, ia short, a motion 
for-mere consideration=—=it would be a motion 
calling ou the House to acknowledge that the 
Petitions in favour of the Catholic Claims did 
deserve at least consideration==every person, 
therefore, who thought that those claims were 
founded in Justice and sound policy, and ought 
to be granted in their own right, would vote 
for such a motion—every person who thought 
that such claims should be conditionally 
acceded to, would support the present 
motion==every persou who thought that they 
could be granted at all, under whatever cir- 
cumstances, or whatever qualifications, could 
not consistently refuse their support to the 
present motiou—( flear, hear!) He would 
go farther—=no man who thought the question 
of sufficient importance to deserve con 
‘sideration, could now vote against that motion, 
which, im the first instance, asked for nothing 
more—( Hear, hear ! )a=those, therefore, who 
thought thc present question worthy of con- 
sideratian atall, must vote for the present 

‚motion that called for that merely—all, in 
short, wopld be for the present motton, except 
those who met the people of Ireland at the 
threshold of the Constitution, and thought it 
wise to shut the gates against them for èver— 
(Hear, hear!) In considering the Catholic 
Question they would have to pass judgtnent 
epon more than exploded objections in the ab. 
Atract or superstitious scruples in the 
detail—they must look up and took abroad 
they must took at the question in the spirit of 
truth and comprchension—=they must try to 
see clearly, and to see far—lrelaad was be. 
fore them immediately==but there were also 
two countries who could nòt be inditferent to 
their decision—eSpain could not be indifferent 
to the decisiort that deprived Ireland of a con. 
stitution, because Freland was Catholic 
Portugal could’ have no conâdence im the 

jealousy that withheld from Frelahd her 
rights on account of frer religion. The allies 
therefore of Efgland were parties to this 
question.—lf the means of “doing great good, 
extensive evil, constituted power, they were 
then most powerful—lreland and America now 
before them, and exhibited vast opportunities 
for folly to ruin, or wisdom to save 

‘(hear, hear!) Though America was a-name 
of ill omen, yet as we lost her by our errors, 
it might be a rude anticipation of ill to sup. 
pose that calamity could not teach us wisdom. 
He had other hopes, though the British Em. 
pire was now as it were a.drift between the 
two Continents, she might yet regain her an. 


chorage in the old world, and her influence in - 


the new-—and that by acting up to the spirit 
of those great principles that had kept her 
great so long, and so long had deferred her 


ruin. The question now before the House was 


plain, simple, obvious, strong as the principles 
on which it rested, clear as the truths that had 
hitherto progressively advanced it, and perma 
ment and wide, and universal as the policy that 
called for its adoption—nothing temporary, 
nothing local stood in its way. There had 
been an obstruction, a transitory obstacle, a 
Scruple in a high quarter—hbut it was gone, 
however they might lament the cause, they 
could not but acknowledge the fact.—T'hat 
scruple could no longer be industriously re. 
sorted to. The question then rested upon 
itself. (Aear, hear!) and it was to be put in 
this way—would they deprive two.thirds of 
the Irish people, and one-fourth of the people 
of the Britigh Empire, of their civil liberties 
for ever? (Hear, hear!) If they would nat, 
they must vote for the consideration=—and if 
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they rejected the consideration, it could be’ 


upon a principle of eternal seclasion only== 
(hear, hear! ) because they who said <% not 
now,’ and gave no reason, said in substance 
(hear) ‘never’ '—(hear!)This was theappro- 
priate phraseologyfor such sentiments, though 
they who felt them shrunk from the utterance 
of a proposition $o intolerant, so extravagant, 
so abominable, so unimagtnably preposterous 
for ever! Was it not a frantic abuse of power 
to legislate the eternal disabilities of a people ? 
Was not this legislating human penalties 
beyond « the means of human infliction? 
tyraany to the ereature, and blasphemy to 
the Creator—änd’ what was the crime that 
sent them beyond the limits of time to 
speculate fora punishment—the proud and 
conscientious udherence of m people to the 
religion of their ancestry—of a people integral 
in their virtuous passions, prejudices and 
feelings—their inetegrity, their entirety have 
never been broken down-—=the individuality 
of the national character has come out of the 
storms of all seasons unshaken, unimpaired, 
and unobserved. You should ever bear in 
mind, said Mr. Grattan, the true nature and 
origin of your connection with that country. 
Lt arose out of privilege, contract, opportunitv, 
covenant, expediency, speculation==any thing 
but conquest. You never conquered lreland, 
no. right of conquest shook the right of 
property, and if they had a property which 
they were jastified in concluding to be 
sacred, it was their property in the gospel. 
When God gave man a revelation, he gave 
kim also a light by. which to read it, the 
conscientious interpretation of‘his own reason. 
The Irishman applies to his God, without 
tiinking it necessary to have a license from 
his King (hear, hear!). If Parliament 


interfere, what can be the result of such 


interposition ? they might do much in heaping 
disqualification. upon disqualification ; they 
might assert their political omnipotence 
within the regions of error, but their 
omnipotence could never make wrong right. 
In disqualifymg a British subject on account 
of his religious opinions, they would attack 
the principle that made them a Parliament, 
and disqualify themselves (hear! heart). 
Ï admit that there may possibly exist cir- 
eumstances connected with matters of religious 
opinion, which might call for the regulation 
of the Legislature, but those are such only 
as essentially affect the allegiance of the sub. 
ject (hear!). Lask you, will you argue 
the rights of-the Catholics upoa that ground ? 


No; because you can have no doubt of their 


allegiance; if you will not read the history of 
past years, you cannot help reading their 
present history in the Gazette of every 
passing day (hear! hear!). YVou ‘caúnot 
help knowing that Irishmen are “every day 
bleeding to ensure your safety, and dying to 
advance your glory (hear! hear!) The 
names of the prascribed appear in: the 
honourabie memorials’af every Gazeite, to 
shame the proseription that robs them of nobter 
distinction, and you òf greater strength, 


(Hear, heur! )—This is no new objectian. IE 


remember when it was contended’ that: Trish 
men could not bear allegiance to an’ English 
Government. remember when it was con. 
tended that no Írishman could feel attachment 
towards a Prince of the House of Hanover ; 
but time has dane with prejudice what reason 
never could do. Frelasrd has proved herself 
capable of long and patient allegiance. The 
objection has died in’ its own folly ; but folly 
had still other objections to generate and to 
destroy—the power of the Pope was called in 
and made to teem with phantoms against the 
peace of Protestantism. Fretand, saïd these 
reasoners, can never amalgamate with England, 
because of her acknowledgment of a foreign 
temporal supremacy, that can at any time ar. 
Bitrarily interfere with her allegiance to a 
Protestant King. -'Fhis has been doublyfalsi. 
fied—falsified by rcasoning that proves it 
never could he so-=falsified by fact that shews 
it never has been so; if it had been so, Eu. 
rope could not have existed for a year—the 
great Fountains of social intercourse must have 
been broken up, and a moral deluge have co- 
vered the face of the nations ; all the commu 
nîties of the christian world must have crumb. 
led into the ruins:of one great moral dissotu- 


tion, but the objection has been answered—: 


answered with a solemnity that nothing but 
the horror of its owa virulence could have ren- 
dered necessary ; it has been answered by six 
Universities, Paris, Louvain, Douay, Sala. 
manca, Padua, Valladolid ; each and all denied 
the temporal power of the Pope, the dispens. 
ing power—each and all affirmed, that every 
Catholic was bound irrevocably by his oath; 
this was their answer, and they gave it with 


all horror of the low, uncharitable, and dark 


suspicion that could hare suggested the bad 


doabt that required it (hear, hear!) There 
is another answer, the oath which your own 
Act of Parliament have required of them. 


„There is yet another, the acknowledgement of . 


their steady faith and unwavering allegiance in 
the preambles of your own Act. There is 
still another, your votes of thanks ; there was 
strong fact against weak sophistry. You have 
voted thanks year after year to armies ‘coma 
posed of Catholics, for victories won by the 
aid of Catholics f What were all these? Ver. 


‘dicts, so many verdicts, verdicts of acquittal, 


verdicts Found by their accuters. There then 
stood the Legislature, with the penat code in 
one hand, and honourable ‘aequittal in the 
other ; the one gratefully proclaimed, but the 
other superstitiously and iniquitodsly adhered 
to—but the innocence and the merits of the 


less interested and more decisive—=this evidence 
was negatively as well as positively strong— 
They had first strong negative testimony.
